Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The patentability of claims 12 and 20 were discussed in relation to 
the addition of the limitations of claims 17 and 25 respectively and all intervening claims. For the Final Office Action 
dated 9/25/2006 the examiner determined that claims 17 and 25, previously thought to be allowable, were actually not 
allowable as Cunningham (U.S Patent No. 4,81 1486) read on each claim. It would appear that claim 12 would be 
allowable if the claim included all the limitations of objected claim 16 and all intervening claims. If all limitiations of 
claims 16 and any intervening claim are included in independent claim 12 it would appear that claim 12 would be 
allowable even if the limitations of previously cancelled claim 17 (as seen in claims filed on 4/11/2006) were removed 
from claim 12 and placed in dependent form. The original claim 17 stated; "A folding knife according to claim 14 
wherein the sidewall of the second lock member receiving recess is spaced apart from said lock pin when said blade is 
in the opened position and said lock bar is in the engaged position". It would appear that claim 20 would be allowable 
if the claim included all the limitations of objected claim 24 and all intervening claims. If all limitiations of claims 24 and 
any intervening claim are included in independent claim 20 it would appear that claim 20 would be allowable even if the 
limitations of previously cancelled claim 25 (as seen in claims filed on 4/1 1/2006) were removed from claim 20 and 
placed in dependent form. The original claim 25 stated: "A method according to claim 22 wherein the sidewall of the 
second lock member receiving recess is spaced apart from the lock pin when the blade is in the opened position and 
the lock bar is in the engaged position". If the application is not allowable after the after final ammendment is entered, 
the Final Office Action dated 9/25/2006 will be changed to a non-final action as the action was incorrectly made final 
and applicant's remarks will be viewed as remarks to a non-final action. 
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
